SUPPTjT. 

Hon. Mr. Avmsiroug in introducing 
the Estimates remarked that there 
ia (nothing in the Estimates but 
what the Government had to carry out, 
especially with regard to public roads. 
A''ory littlo dill'crencc had been made in 
the salary of tbo Clork of the Treasury, 
•who had been raised S20J per annum 
in oonaequenco of oilluiency and long 
serrioe. A constable for E«iuimalt, one 
forNaiuigio, an^ aji extra oonviot guard 
for Vifiwria had been appointed. An ad- 
ditionuvl constable at Cariboo bad also 
been appointed. Tbo salary of the Gov- 
ernment agent at Xanaimo uid boon ro- 
tlucedT BO that tho constable 'Mon't cost 
the Colony a cent." An additional keeper 
had been appointed. It oo <t<a good deal 
of money to carry out the Government of 
this Colony; bat every man was its 
debtor and wo will collect olf every man." 
Very'few mercantile men curry on the 
business of this country ch.ja))or than 
■wodb. We have got a large number of 
colleotors that has to send in thoir ae- 
o lunts often, und the sum placed in the 
Estimates for to carry on the business 
of the country wasn't large. Tho 
mover said it is tbo intention of the 
Government to expend larger sums of 
money in this Province than over waw ox- 
peudod before. Two hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars would be expended on 
tbo roads of this Province. l"'or every 
8100 spent on public roads one family of 
four persons would be added to the pop- 
ulation and Sl'il) "I yoar ailded to the 
woaltb of the cuniitry by each .such fami- 
ly. The bou. gontleiii ui pr.jducod some 
statistics to show the value of fainilies to 
the country and how much butter it would 
1)0 to run into debt than stay outside of 
it. He deemed that the changing of one 
article of the Terms would oliange them 
all; and claimed that it was a simple ques- 
tion of contract as bet ween, say, ort-ner 
and contractor, [huigliter. | The hou. 
gentleman then i)roceeded to deliver a 
ealogium upon the ■Successful" ell'oit t of 
the Premier in Cmada with respect to the 
Dry Dock. He called on ovory houora 
ble member to support tuese Estimates. 
Ho moved that the Speaker do njwleavj 
tbo Chair. 

Mr. Kobson, while oomplimonting tbo 
hoh. Chancellor of the Exchequer on 
his lucid address, said ho regretted to 
find that no allusion was made by him to 
tho Fourth Portfolio. The part which in- 
dicates the increased oxpendituro was 
Rratifying; but ho attacUed the tonreo 
from which the money was proposed to 
be taken, and said that every patriotic 
man ought to pause before ooiumitting 
himself to vote away tliis money. The 
. hon. mover had said that this was a more 
question of contract — and stated the case 
of a contractor for a building, wherein 
a departure was made from the contiact. 
But, unfortnuately, many hon. members 
know what a departure from a contract 
meant, [hoar. J Mr. Mackenzio was ai 
honest, man. Ho fought against our 
Terms and fought honestly. Ho is now 
in power and linds those obligations still 
pressing upon the Dominion. He saj's 
Canada must not brealc f.iitii witli Briti.ih 
Columbia; but he aids he will use every 
logitimato means to get a rela.\atiou of the 
Terms, so as lo bring them within tho 
range of practical)ility. Sniiicieiit time 
had already expired to enable every hon. 
niombor to understand how that relaxa- 
tion was to bo obtained. Tbo hon. leader 
of tho GoveriimcMt had told us that wo 
could alter any Term of Union witliont 
ondaugoriug "the remaining Terms. If 
Mfi Mackenzie • believes so ho would 
never have made sucdi a proposition. Wo 
■were told that ijf.'jO.OOU, cash for tbo 
Graving Doelt guarantoo means Better 
Terms. Ho it docs; but could Mr. 
Maokon-/,i(3 stand u]) in Parliiinient and 
BO stultify liinisulf as to ask for bettor 
terms for British Columbia No, lurking 
behind this •was a relaxation of tho 
Terms. Lot hou, members oxatnino tho 
•work, beforo swallowing ll.o bait. Tho 
samo remarks wouUl aiiply to tho iiropos- 
ition to capitalize tho iiiter(?st on tho 
dobt. If boil. Ministers could satisfy the 
House and country that to adopt their 
scheme was to open tho whole Terms, 
thoro oould brf nothing more to advanco 
o;^ain8t it. But ns iuvo.stod capital con- 
Btitutiid tbo financial iiasis of the country, 
and is invested at a lato cousidorably more 
than will bo tbo rule in n few years in 
Canada, tho soluino ought toboopjios- 
ed. But onoo open tbo Torun, once in- 
troduce tbo "thin end of tho wedge"— 
An^ibe wJ|iolo f atur9 woald ipelt 



like snow beforo the summer sun. Ho 
thought that in a matter of this kind wo 
are bound to think of ; posterit/.^rWe 
ought not to allow tho duties we owe to 

our position as to posterity to bo over- 
come by the proposition to receivo and 
expend a million of dollars. It was easy 
to say lot posterity tako caro of itself; bo 
was sorry to aay this was tho wav ho had 
board many gentlemen talk of the matter; 
but we^oagbLto riseabbye snob oonsidor* 
ations and remember that upon our deci- 
sion the destiny of a great nation will 
bang; when tho Tonus of Confederation 
wore under discussion it was oonsiderod 
proper to appeal to tho public. Tlio pre- 
sent hou. leader of tho Govoruijont had ad- 
Tooaied the consummation of Coxfedora- 
lioix naflensvolens; bat liQ was left in a 
glorious minority; tbo people wore op- 
pealod to aud tho Terms ratiiiod, and so

He was not naturally of 
a suspicious turn of mind; but whun a 
chain of circumstances presented theiu- 
Hclvos in a certain way, one could not 
bell) feeling some suspicion. Tho Gov- 
ornuu'Ut hail said that their scb<'uifl did 
not involve any change in tho Terms of 
Union aud tho organ said tbo same (Jlr. 
DoCosmos— That's tbo loan.) Mr, llobsou 
—The loanl Oh! Its all vory well to say it 
ia theloau, and tho dock, but why, after 
these assertions dues the hon. Attorney- 
Gener^ como down at tbo fag-end of tbo 
sessiou^nd ask them to alter sec. 2 aud 
11 of tho Terms of Union? How, after 
this could •wo feel confidence in this Gov- 
ernment? When tho gifted and — and — 
he was at loss for a wonl, tbo and— [A 
vo\oo from tho gallery — Giitedand geni d J 
Ah I that was it. When the };ifted and 
genial [roar.- of laughter] was sent to ne- 
gotiate tbo so-callod Dock scheme, ho 
was sent, in plain English, to alter tho 
Terms of Union. Ho maiutainod that tbo 
Govornmsut had committed au uucousti- 
tutionalaotin sending thegifted and genial 
Premier ou this mission. Going to Ottawa 
was all very well; but ho •was of opinion 
thai Mr. G. M. Sproat. tho agent of tho 
Colony in England, could have done tbo 
matter much hotter and much more 
cheaply than tbo Premier, and bo had lo 
doubt had he been entrusted ■*'ith the 
task doubt that, having more time 
at his disposition than the "Gifted 
and Genial," ho would have been abio to 
got the plates colored and they would 
have then looked uiuob bettor than ho 
was told they do now. (A laugh,) He 
thought that thej work of tho i-'iuanco 
Department wfts us well done when thoro 
was no finance mini8ter(Ironical choors). 
Tho country would say "hear, hoar" at 
the first convenient opportunity and 
would act also. As to tho Estimates, re- 
ferring to bis own constituency of Na- 
naimo, he spoke of the cutting down of 
tho Government Agent's salary to a star- 
vation allowance. Ho believed in econ- 
omy; but this behaviour was anything 
but right. "The Government, also, in ap- 
pointing a constable at Nanaimo liaa ad- 
mitted tho correctness of his assertion a 
year ago respecting tho iiccjssily of s leh 
office. Taking tho tinancial [)Oiioy of the 
Government as a whole, there was no 
polioy in It. They attempted ■with one 
Hand toservereyenue which previous Gov- 
ernments had placed at their disposal 
while they extended tho other totlie Cana- 
dian Exclieipier to rob the coming gen- 
eration and was was this tho ])urposo for 
which tho illustii.)us Finance Minister was 
created ? Wuat waBthoscbemo butdruwing 
money out of the bank and who could 
not do that? [Hear, hear.] It was one of 
tho greatest blots on the present oJrain' 
had made no etfort to dovolopo u fiscal 
policy for tho country. He must nay iio 
was disappointed in (,ui- ''gifted and gi n- 
ial" Premier, (fiangliler.j lie liad listen- 
ed for a long time to the hon. gentlciiiiin 
when be was on tho oppostiiou of this 
House, and when hon gentlemea wero 
ready to measure his brains by the length 
of bis tongno. Ho bad led gentlcuiou to 
believe that all tho evils of tho country 
arose from bis lieing kept, as he dolorous- 
ly expressed it, "beating tho bush while 
others caught the biril,"aud that be ought 
to have been Premier years before. Nay, 
it was commonly said he was looking for 
tho Governorship. Does he not look like 
a Governor now. (Tjaugliter.) T'lie Iidu 
gentleman lu!ro alliidoil to tho fact of tlii! 
•■gifted and geniai"baviug accepted a seat 
in the Cabinet without seeking reelection, 
thereby trampling upon the constitaiioii 
(Mr. DoCosmos, — Blake did not seek re- 
ulection.) Mr. Bohson,'! thank the hon. 
gontlonien for reminding me of a case in 
(toint. Mr. Blake occupied a similar pos- 
ition twice and sought re oloction 
on both occasions. As for tho liou. 
leader of the Government and 
bis delicacy in accepting a port- 
folio, lij tiDU^.ib it was a vor.v 
pood thing not to have a portfolio. It 
loft him more free to go travelling on the 
Cmti.nu^ aiul elsowiioro trying to seo 
Mr. Gladstone. (Laughter.) Travelling 
n his title, (laughter) and taking good 
care to get bis titlo into every litlJu paper 
iaj4 ho wont along. (Laughter.) He hud 
honestly taken the grouuil that ho onglU 
to havo sought re-election, and ho would 
have done so but(confidentially) lio knew 
ho 3ould not got re-olaotod. Tha hon. 
gonlloman was ono of the last goiitleniou 
to'refuse the ovation of an election if ho 
wero only -iuro of saooeediug and at hav- 
ing the chance of pettinghiinself sorouad- 
cd with a brass band, (Laughter and 
cheers.) 

Mr. DoCosmos— Thoro was onco ho 
said a goutlouian who bad spokou so long 
that ho had at last convinced ovoii himself 
that ho was wrong und when tho tli vision 
oaa3U3 vj:al a^iinst his own mo- 
tion. He referred to Mr. llobeon's do- 
nonnciation of the Fourth Portfolio, and 
proceeded to read from tho journals of thfa 
House with the view of showing that Mr. 
Kobsou had oll'orod to support him (Mr. 
DoCosmos) if ho would ijromiso to give 
him a position in tho event of an extra 
Portfolio being created. Where was tho 
hon. gentleman's dislike to Portfolios at 
that time ho would like to know; but he 
never looked for oonsiatonoy from the 
member for Nanaimo. He said the Dry

Mackenzie bud always said that wo had 
too good a tiling, aud now lio came and 
ofTcred to give us better; be thought this 
looked very suspioiotis (Hoar hoar). He 
thought that this was a vory critical time 
to make any proposals. 

Mr. Holbrook objected to the last spook 
or's remarks and would like to know if tlio 
gentlemen who sided with him wished tbo 
counn-y to stand still.

Mr. Jjunstor did notfeol like giving n 
silont vote on this matter. . Ho thought 
tliut the people ought to hmj^ a Tuioe ou 
tbo subject and should be consulted to- 
foro tho Terms of Union wero broken. It 
was all vory well for tlin lion. Attornoy- 
Goneral to say so nicely that it was no- 
thing to open up the Terms, wo oould al- 
ways close them up again. Ho did not 
agree with Mr. Holbrook as to the Cana- 
dian Qovornment having foISled tha 
Tjrms, he denied that they had done so. 
He said again that t!ie ])Oople ought to bo 
consulted; it would not bo long before 
there would bo o genorul election and ho 
thought the House onght to bo dissolved. 
[Cheers from the gallery] The way tho 
Estimates wero cooked up •was all vor.v 
nice, the Districts which had the most 
members gotting tho greatest amount. 
Tbo member for Now Wostminaior bod a 
largo sum allotted bis district, and it ■was 
no wonder bo.supported this Govornmont; 
bo did not wish to growl as the Govern- 
ment wero to get a grab of $50,000; but 
ho had no wish to seo tho . country sold 
for that sum (Mr. l^oCosmoftDol uo!) Mr. 
Bunster (putting Lis hand to his ear) 
what did tlio hon. gentletaau stiy, I am 
not certain, but I think I li:ivo board of

There is no doubt tiiat there 
is cousideinblo fouiuhition for tho re- 
port, uud nmuy of tho settlei-s are of the 
belief that the contemplated outbreak 
is at hand. As "prevention is better 
thun c\ir6," would it not be well for 
the Iriiiian Agent (with whom tho In- 
dians fire totally unacquainted), to take 
sonio iiunicdiate steps? A telegram 
was sent to Kamloops aud tho person 
to whom sent was unaware of any dissat- 
isfaction amongst the Indians, and he nn- 
sworod tbo message to that ellect; but af- 
terwards bo heard these rop(U-ts, and 1 
do not know whether he contradicted his 
replj-ornot. .At any rate it is a thing 
deserving of iiuinediate attention. Tlio 
settlers audiiihabitantsaro entirely at tho 
meroy of Indians, if they only know it, 
and I am of opinion that they do. What 
satisfaction would it bo to tho present 
settlers if the Indians were severely- 
punished for murdering thorn'? Thoy
